committee, told a reporter he is 
opposed ^to writing any blank 
check legislation setting up power 
for example, to earmark scarce 
materials'for essential uses.

be willing to have possibly 10 per 
cent of the steel production set 
aside for priority requirements, 
such as box cars.

Taft expressed the opinion that 


the administration would stretch 
any general authority to allocate 
to cover more ground than con- 
gress intended—and would do so 
"very promptly." 


Senator Watkins (R-Utah), a

930,000 subjects in the union con- 
tribute to a political pork-barrel, 
or patronage expense within the 
union. Most of these patronage 
jobs pay at least 5100 a week 
Many pay 5300. The average of 
the Cincinnati drivers seems to 
be a little over $40 a week. The 
pay of t«;amsters elsewhere is not 
much better so these teamsters 
pay more for executive salaries, 
expenses and grandeur and get 
less return for their dues and 
assessments than any other union 
group outside the unmitigated un- 
derworld 
rackets 
of the AFL 


which are frankly recognized as 
such. 


Here we have the contrast of 


men who get 81 cents an hour for 
pushing box-cars through traffic 
and over hills in icy weather, pro- 
viding Dan Tobin S600 a week in 
salary plus unlimited expenses, 
flunkeys and servants and their 
expenses, and a royal winter pal- 
ace in Miami Beach. The wives of 
these teamsters and helpers every- 
where should clip this and study 
the union constitution and the 
schedule of salaries and perquisites 
and ask themselves whether these 
vain, 
luxurious rulers 
deliver 


enough in benefits when they have 
to send their children to school 
underfed and underclad. 


Frobe certainly is right when he : 


says that 81 cents or even $1 an 
hour is not enough to support a 
family. Around -New York subur- 
ban people pay $1 an hour to 
chore-boys. The United Auto 
Workers" of the CIO got $80 a 
week for listless, illiterate sweep- 
ers in war plants. Not only that, 
but it is disgraceful that a boss

Occasionally we are asked just 


how many kinds of service the 
public health nurse gives. 
The 


off-hand answer 
would 
be .all 


kinds,' but we can be more spe- 
cific than that. 


A public health nurse is a 


nurse who has finished her three 
years of training in an approved 
nursing school, and has then be- 
come registered to practice in 
her state. 
In addition, she has 


university training in 
an 
ap- 


proved school of Public Health. 
It is quite true then, that she 
is ready to give all kinds of 
nursing service. 


A traditional activity of these 


nurses is in the care of communi- 
cable disease. 
Whenever one of 


the serious diseases requiring pla- 
carding is reported, 
the nurse 


goes to the home in question. 
There she helps set up isolation 
and demonstrates nursing meth- 
ods to the family, giving what- 
ever care is needed at the time. 


For 
non-communicable dis- 


eases, that is for any, illness or 
accident where home care is be- 
ing given, the nurse will visit any 
home in any city, town, or rural 
area in the county. She will aid 
in whatever is 
needed, 
taking 


e temperature, giving the bath 


or any similar activity that is in- 
dicated. 
At the same time, he

We are 'rying to have a nursing 
visit made in each home shortly 
after the mother and baby return 
from the hospital. A baby bath, 
lelp with feeding questions hi the 
case of the baby, t and any assist- 
ance to the mother which may be 
ndicated are given at this time. 


A big proportion of the nurses 


time is taken up with further work, 
with children—throughout infan- 
cy helping with feeding, sick care, 
and urging immunization at the 
correct time. 
There are many 


questions which come up during 
the pre-school years .'in: \vhich the 
nurse's advice and assistance are 
sought, such things as behavior 
and training, normal growth, and 
development, aid
